For some, life seems like a story that’s already been 
written. All they have to do is act out their part. 

Mike Hargrove had a life like that. He married the 
pretty girl he met in eighth grade, became a star athlete for 
his high school Perryton Rangers, played college ball for 
the Northwestern State Rangers and, after a couple of 
years in the Minors, ended up as a star on the Texas 
Rangers. Hargrove even looked the way a Ranger 
should—square-jawed, strong—in another life you could 
imagine him starin’ down the desperados when they came 
into town. 

“Yeah, everything kind of seemed like it was predes- 
tined or scripted,” Hargrove says. 

But then life threw Hargrove a nasty curveball. In 
1979, he ended up across the country—traded to the San 
Diego Padres, a Ranger no more. He hit .192. His fami- 
ly—which included two small children and a newborn— 
was miserable living in California. And to make matters 
worse, there was that god-awful, ugly, yellow and brown 
Padres uniform he had to wear every day. 

But Mike Hargrove never got beat by a tough pitch for 
long. In June, he became a Cleveland Indian and started 
hitting again. He was now going to write his own life story. 
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TEXAS ROOTS 


Furman Bisher, a columnist for The Sporting 
News, once described Hargrove’s hometown of 
Perryton, Texas, as a Last Picture Show kind of 
town in the Texas Panhandle near the Oklahoma 
border. 

“The first love that | ever had as a sport was 
baseball,” Dudley Michael Hargrove says, “just for 
the simple reason my dad played it. And played it 
well” Besides his father, Hargrove'’s favorite 
baseball players were Tom Tresh and Mickey 
Mantle of the Yankees, and Cleveland's 
own Rocky 
| Colavito.“But 
| growing up in the 
Texas Panhandle, 
_ he adds, “I gravi- 
' tated toward foot- 
= ball, and football 
will always have a 
special place in 
my life.” 

Hargrove 
was an outstand- 


ing athlete in 
high school, | 
playing on 
Perryton’s bas- 
ketball, golf, and 
football teams, 
and earning all- 
state honors on 
the gridiron as a 
defensive back. 
Since the school didn’t have a baseball 
team, Hargrove played on his father’s fast 
pitch softball squad. In college, he played 
football, basketball, and baseball, and 
began dreaming of a career in the Major 
Leagues. 

During his senior year at Northwestern 
State, Texas Rangers scout Lee Anthony 
noticed Hargrove and the team selected him 
in the 25th round of the 1972 draft. In his 
second season of Minor League ball, the 
lefty-swinging Hargrove hit .351 for 
Gastonia in the Western Carolinas League. 
The next year, he made the unusual jump 
from Class A ball to the Majors, impressing 
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Texas manager Billy Martin with a torrid Spring Training. 
“Billy was very loyal to his players,’ Hargrove says, 
“and, in return, his players were loyal to him.” From the 
late Martin, Hargrove learned lessons he would use in his 
second career. “I learned how to be aggressive as a 
manager, and the value of managing to the talent you 
have on the team. And learned the value of loyalty.” 

Hargrove rewarded Martin's confidence by swinging 
a hot bat through the 1974 season, hitting .323 with 66 
RBI and winning the American League’s Rookie of the 
Year award. In 1975, he had another outstanding sea- 
son, hitting .303 as a full-time first baseman and gaining 
the nickname “Grover” from teammate Bobby Jones. In 
1976, he hit .287 and drew a league-leading 97 walks. 

Hargrove’s walk total said volumes about him as a 
hitter. Not a typical slugging first baseman—Hargrove hit 
only seven homers in 1977—his bases on balls came 
from an acute knowledge of the strike zone. 

“| had a pretty good eye,” Hargrove says, “and 
didn’t swing at a lot of bad pitches. The umpires recog- 
nized that. You see a Wade Boggs or people like him 
who know the strike zone well and get close pitches 
called their way. That happened to me at times.” 

After an outstanding 1977 season where he batted 
.305, hit a career-high 18 homers, and drew 103 walks,

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the players and learned a lot from him.” 

Hargrove replaced McNamara as Tribe manager on 
July 6, 1991. 

During Hargrove's first full year as skipper, 
Cleveland began to slowly improve, winning 76 games, 
an increase of nearly 20 wins over the season before. 
But nothing could have prepared him for the tragedy that 
would strike his team in 1993, when Tribe pitchers Steve 
Olin and Tim Crews were killed in a Spring Training boat- 
ing accident, and another pitcher, Bob Ojeda, was seri- 
ously injured. 

“We in professional sports,” Hargrove says, “and 
athletes in general sometimes think we've got this shield 
that surrounds us and makes us invulnerable to every- 
body else's frailties and tragedies. When something like 
that happens in our community, it makes us realize we're 
no different than anybody else. 
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“| hate to say anything good ever comes out of 
something like what happened, but if there was good, it 
was that we got to know each other better—certainly at 
a different level. It made us depend on each other a lot 
more and drew us closer. We also got to know our- 
selves. And a lot of things | found out about myself, | 
liked.” 


GETTING THE JOB DONE 


After the 1993 season, it was clear Hargrove had 
his team headed in the right direction. The Tribe finished 
a game behind Chicago in the strike-interrupted 1994 
season, then made it to the World Series in 1995, losing 
to the Atlanta Braves. In 1996, Cleveland won their divi- 
sion, but lost in the American League Championship 
Series to Baltimore. The Indians returned to the World 
Series in 1997, this time losing by an eyelash to the 
Florida Marlins. In last year's playoff series loss, the 
Tribe gave the World Series-winning Yankees their 
toughest battle, losing a hard-fought six-game series. 
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Hargrove feels his success as a manager comes 
from his ability to communicate. 

“lm not any smarter than anybody else,” he says, 
“but | think I'm a pretty decent communicator. | try to be 
honest with everybody | deal with, and my players 
respect that. | don’t think | have a player who doesn’t 
know where he stands with me. And if they don’t under- 
stand that, it doesn’t take long before it gets straightened 
out” 

Hargrove also feels that “being consistent’ and 
“standing up for what | believe in” are other reasons for 
his success. So is his relationship with his players. “I 
think my players sense that | do care about them per- 
sonally;’ he says, “and that it's not just a business 
arrangement. | do care about them and their families, if 
their kid is sick with 104 temperature and had to go to the 
hospital. | may not always be able to express that to 


SUCCESS MATTERS 


The Cleveland skipper knows the game has 
changed since he was a player. 

“When | was playing,” Hargrove says, “Earl 
Weaver said his biggest job as a manager was keep- 
ing the 12 players that hated him away from the 13 
players that were absolutely indifferent toward him. 
Today, it's different—you've got to find what buttons to 
push for players now. A manager is more of a facilita- 
tor, keeping things running on an even keel. With 
today's players, you get more out of them by explain- 
ing why something has to be done a certain way, 
rather than just telling them to do it” 

Hargrove’s relationship with General Manager 
John Hart has also sometimes been questioned. 

“I'm surprised,” Hargrove remarks, “when | pick 
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them, but | think they understand that | care.” 

Another skill Hargrove has developed is handling 
pitchers—no small feat for a man who tormented so 
many of them. 

“As a player,” he says, “I really studied at-bats— 
the hitters’ ability to hit deeper in the count, and how 
that related to their success. It probably wasn’t until | 
was working in Class A ball when | realized that, as a 
hitter, you have to absolutely focus and concentrate 
on only four to six pitches in an average at-bat. But if 
a pitcher throws 120 pitches in the game, he must 
have total, absolute concentration and focus on every 
pitch. If he hangs one, his whole effort goes down the 
drain. 

“| began understanding the mentality of a pitch- 
er—and why sometimes they're considered a little 
goofy. | can understand how they can get to that 
point. | also understand why they're so tired, and why 
it takes them four days to recover, both mentally and 
physically, to pitch again.” 
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up the paper and read that John and | are at odds. We 
do have different personalities, and that’s probably 
good for both of us. Because we have different out- 
looks, both of us are not afraid to state our opinions to 
each other. John has fostered an atmosphere that 
allows that to happen. John and | have a very good 
relationship. | trust and depend on John as my boss 
and as a friend, and | think he does the same with me 
as his manager and his friend.” 

Besides helping Cleveland win a World Series, 
Hargrove does not focus too much on his baseball 
future. 

“| don’t know that I’m at the point in my life or 
career that | can start putting limits on things, like 
managing another 10 years. Hopefully, I'll reach a 
point where | can say I'd like to manage three more 
years and that's enough. But | don’t feel I’m at that 
point yet. | still have a lot of passion and love for what 
Ido. And I'd like to continue to do it” 
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Was plagued by inconsistency and nagging injuries in 1998 after hav- 
ing a storybook season in 1997... Was hitting .270 through games of 
June 30 with 16 2B, 5 HR, and 30 RBI, including a .322 mark in May 
with 4 2B, 1 HR, and 13 RBI. 


His last homer came on August 1st... Hit his 2nd career grand slam on 
May 3 vs. Tampa Bay in the 9th inning to give the Tribe a 10-8 win... Hit 
his first 3B since 7/3/94 on June 21 vs. NY ....

League Baseball, together with the Techniques for Effective Alcohol Management (TEAM) coalition, continues to make a 


comprehensive appeal to fans this year. The message: 


e Jacobs Field is a non-smoking facility with designated 
smoking areas. Non-smoking areas include: the entire seat- 
ing bowl of the Ballpark (including the outdoor seating of 
Suites and Club Seats); KidsLand; and all public rest rooms. 
Smoking is permitted in the following areas: Back Yard; 
Patio area on the Main Concourse; all three concourse lev- 
els (Main, Mezzanine, and Upper Deck) on the East Ninth 
Street side of the Ballpark and Upper Deck pavilion area on 
the Carnegie side of the Ballpark (all of these locations are 
open-air areas with picnic tables, concession stands, and 
rest room facilities nearby); Bleacher Concourse on the 
Eagle Avenue side of the Ballpark. In addition, the Terrace 
Club and Club Lounge have both smoking and non-smok- 
ing areas. Jacobs Field has signage identifying designated 
smoking areas for your convenience. 

e Cans, glass bottles, plastic beverage containers, thermos 
bottles, and squeeze bottles are not permitted into Jacobs 
Field. 

e Due to security concerns, hard-sided coolers and 
containers are not permitted. Soft-sided containers and 
coolers are permitted. 

¢ Food items and juice boxes are permitted inside the 
Ballpark, provided they are not inside a hard-sided cooler 
or container. 

e Pets are not allowed inside the Ballpark. However, 
guide dogs for persons with sight disabilities are permitted.

The Indians 
thank you for your cooperation. “It is our 
intention to make our home a safe, com- 
fortable, family-oriented facility so every 
trip to Jacobs Field is most enjoyable,” 
said Dennis Lehman, Indians Executive 
Vice President of Business. “We believe 
these fan ground rules will ensure the 
intimate environment that we all seek.” 
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As part of the TEAM program, 


each Major League club reviews its alcohol policies and runs public service announcements asking fans to 
drink responsibly and warns them against the consequences of drinking and driving. The 
Cleveland Indians want you safe, because we want you back. Please drink responsibly. In an 
effort to make everyone’s visit to the Ballpark as safe and enjoyable as possible, a list of guide- 
lines has been developed. The Indians ask that you follow these guidelines, or be subject to ejec- 
tion from the Ballpark, and in some cases, subject to criminal prosecution by the Cleveland Police 
Department. To ensure that each game is a pleasant experience for each and every guest, the 
Indians have established the following “Ground Rules:” 


e The resale (scalping) of Indians tickets is strictly pro- 
hibited and subject to prosecution by the Cleveland Police 
Department. 

e Fans are permitted to bring and display banners, pro- 
vided they do not interfere with the game, obstruct the 
view of fans, or carry obscene, political or commercial mes- 
sages. Banners may be hung from the facing of the Upper 
Deck. Poles and sticks are strictly prohibited. 

e Fans may bring small umbrellas into Jacobs Field as 
long as they do not interfere with other fans’ enjoyment of 
the game. Large golf umbrellas are discouraged. 

e Cameras and video recorders are permitted. However, 
any resale of the photography or video is strictly prohibit- 
ed. Team name, logos, and players’ likenesses are all copy- 
righted material. 

e Persons observed breaking the law (eg. using illegal 
drugs, or drinking alcohol underage) will be subject to 
immediate ejection and/or criminal prosecution. 

e Persons using obscene or abusive language, or engaging 
in any other antisocial conduct offensive to those around 
them, will be asked by Indians personnel to cease this con- 
duct. If the offensive conduct persists, those involved will 
be ejected from Jacobs Field. 

e Persons entering the playing field, throwing or 
attempting to throw objects onto the field, will be subject 
to immediate ejection from Jacobs Field and/or criminal 
prosecution. 
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
